16 Killed in Bomb Explosion 
At Pretoria Military Offices

PRETORIA — Sixteen persons 
were killed and about 130 wound- 
ed when a car bomb exploded near 
a military headquarters budding in 
Pretoria during the Friday after- 
noon rush hour, officials and doc- 
tors said. 

A policeman in charge of the dty 
morgue said 14 bodies had been 
hough L there. Doctors said two 
more dead were at hospitals. 

Hospital administrators said the 
injured included 78 at a hospital 
for whites, including seven serious- 
ly wounded, and 50 at a hospital 
for blacks. They said an undeter- 
mined number of injured went to a 
military hospital. 

Law and Order Minister Louis 
Le Grange, who was at the scene, 
blamed the attack on the African 
National Congress, the main black 
nationalist movement seeking to 
overthrow white-minority rule. 

“I have no doubt who is respon- 
'sible for this despicable attack. The 
ANC and Oliver Tambo have 
claimed they wQl increase atfaHw 
this year." 

No organization immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombing. The African National 
Congress has in the past riaimed 
responsibility for most explosions 


and other acts of sabotage that 
have taken place against the white- 
nanorinr government.

Sakharov’s Wife Says He Witt Hie

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Board Warns of Air Traffic Problems 

But Admits Good Safety Record Since Controllers Were fired inU.S.

WASHINGTON — The Nation- 
al Transportation Safety Bean! has 
reported that the nation’s air traffic 
control system is suffering from 
several significant safety problems 
despite the excellent record it has 
compiled since President Ronald 
Reagan fired 1 1.400 str iking con- 
trollers in August 1981. 

In a letter to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration, winch oper- 
ates the system, the board said 
Thursday. “Based strictly on the 
absence since the strike of a signifi- 
cant number of accidents attribu- 
ted to [air traffic control] factors, 
the ATC system has been operated 
safely.” 

However, it said, problems in the 
system “indicate that die margin of 
safety is less than the safety braid 
believes to be desirable.’* 

Nine recommendations to the 
FAA were backed up by a report 
detailing months of interviews, sur- 
veys of controllers and other 
checks by board investigators. 

The board said that it is con- 
cerned about four things: 

* "Incomplete reporting” of er- 
rors by controllers and pilots that 
result in planes getting too dose to 
one another. The FAA, the board 


said, c on centrates on disdplming 
controllers who err, which mwwff 
that controller tend not to report 

their enras and the FAA toads not 
to get at the roots of their causes. 

• The FAA has not found a way 
to monitor and correct excessi v e 
workload, f a tigne and stress among 
controllers, most of whom have 
had few vacations and have 
worked many hours of overtime tq 
keep the air traffic system func- 
tioning since the controller strike. 
As restrictions , on the number of 
flights are relaxed and traffic in- 
creases, “the con troll os’ workload 
is increased and the margin <t for er- 
ror are reduced logarithmically.” ' 

• Front-line supervisors, who 
kept the system running after the 
Strike, are c ontinuing to handle 
traffic almost as often as they su- 
pervise. When they do. no rate su- 
pervises, although nbe need for di- 
rect supervision still oasts and 
must be provided.” 

• The FAA’s Flight Service Star 
tions, which provide weather infor- 
mation and other aid to non- 
scheduled aviation users .from lei- 
sure pilots to grain anfines, have 
been unable-to ipm - fomsmA. The 
result is that many unscheduled' 
airhnc «iut wmB plane pilots have 
chosen to fly with outdated weath- 
er information and without benefit 


of air traffic control services they 
should have used: 

To deal with the. problems, the 
board recommended, among other 
tiring, that (he FAA: 

• Postpone planned increases in 
air traffic volume until sufficient 
controllers are trained and quali- 
fied and supervisors can return u> 


* Develop measures of deter- 
mining ana alleviating stress 
among controllers. 

* Reprogram the FAA's air traf- 
fic computers so they will detect 
and report controller errors that 

can be analyzed. 

1 • Permit controllers to report 
mistakes and errors by themselves 
and others without fear of discipli- 
naiyaction. 

* Assign adequate staff and 
equipment tb Flight Service Sta- 
tions so the aviation community 
will get better weather and flight 
plan information. 

The safety board has no authori- 
ty to require regulation or change 
it can only nag, The FAA is re- 
quired to acknowledge board rec- 
ommendations but is not required 
to adopt them. 

Deaths Feldman, a spok esman 
for the FAA, said the report would 
be studied. . 

“We're pleased that , the board 


did not find die system unsafe,” he 
said. “Our feeling is that the best 
empirical evidence of any safety 
matter is the record itself.” 

No accidents have been attribu- 
ted to strike-related causes, the 
board said. The report is the sec- 
raid major study the safety board 
has conducted since the strike, and 
both have concluded that flying is 
still basically safe. 

There was substantial debate 
among the board’s five members as 
to how harsh the new report should 
be in rai si n g .problems. The issue 
was resolved when members Don- 
ald D.Engen and Frauds H. McA- 
dams filed a concurring commmt 
that sod, “hi our view, the tone of 
the report implies a lack of safety 
that is not supported by objective 
data of the day-to-day operation of 
the system.” 

Board members not bothered by 
the tone of the report and voting 
for it were Patricia A Goldman, 
GJL Patrick Bursty and Chair- 
man Jim Burnett.

Pinochet Is Feeling Shock Waves of Protest

. SANTIAGO — After nearly 10 
years in power, the highly repres- 
sive Chilean military regime of 
President Auguste Pinochet has 
been shocked by the most wide- 
spread public protest against eco- 
' nomic and political conditions 
since General Pinochet led the 
- overthrow of the late President Sal- 
vador Allende in 1973. 

It took only a hastily organized 
call by the copper miners union 
for a nonviolent “day of nati onal 
protest” May 1 1 to trigger an out- 
burst of dissent across the social 
spectrum. 

Workers held protest rallies in 
their shantytowns and two persons 
were killed when police opened fire 
on demonstrators. In middle-class 
apartment bouses, thousands of 
women pounded pots and pans. 
Caravans of automobiles blowing 
horns circulated in the elegant tree- 
lined streets of the upper dty, 
where the generals and admirals 
live. 

“This is what hurt the regime the 
most,” said Sergio Baraga, a min- 
ers' union leader, referring to the 
disaffection shown in the upper 
and middle classes, where the gov- 
ernment had almost unconditional 
support until recently. 

El Mcrourio. the “establish- 
ment” newspaper that is dosdy 
identified with the regim e, ac- 
knowledged editorially that the day 
of protest showed that “partisans 
of the regime have become increas- 
ingly disheartened” by General Pi- 
nochet's political immobility and 


reluctance to create openings to ci- 
vilian political forces. 

After a week of cantious analysis 
of the situation, including a cabinet 
meeting, General Pinochet an- 
nounced a television address for 
Friday night to discuss “national 
problems.” This win probably be 
his answer to the protests. 

The Pinochet style is repressive. 
Under the constitution of 1980,

But (his would dearly go against 
the growing mood of the country, 
which is for an oparing by the gov- 
ernment to ne gotiations anff dia- 
logue until nonviolent political seo- 
tora. It remains to be seen whether 
General Pinochet, 67 years old and 

accustomed to authoritarian com- 
mand, can make this change, or 
whether he win continue the hard 
tine of repression.

For the second time in two 
weeks, Mr. Reagan also accused 
the Castro government of involve- 
ment in the drug trade, “peddling 
drags Klee criminals, pr ofit i ng on 
the misery of the addicted.” 


Mr. Reagan said the time had ar- 
rived in Central America “to act 
reasonably and decisively to avert 
a crisis mid prevent other people 
from suffering the same fate as 
your brothers and sisters in Cuba.” 

He called for congressional ap- 
proval of his aid package as wefl 
his proposal fra tax and trade ad- 
vantage for U.S. companies that 
invest in the region. He also urged 
approval of legislation that would 
establish Radio Marti, a proposed 
U.S. propaganda voice to originate 
from Florida. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee recently voted unani- 
mously to give B Salvador $76 mil- 
lion in military aid this fiscal year 
and in fiscal 1984. That gives die 
administration $60 nrflh on less 
than it wanted in total aid this year 
and $10 million less that it was 
seeking for next year.

A recent pastoral later protested 
human rights abuses and warned: “Legitimate 
dissent is all too crudely construed by the gov- 
ernment we have as rebellion and treason, as 
subversion in its conveniently amorphous defi- 
nition.” A government that makes utterance a 
hanging offense obviously has more to worry 
about than bad press notices. 

So what ought Americans to do? At the 
least, bring a long spoon to the forthcoming 
negotiations. If more money is to be spent, let 
it be expressly earmarked for economic devel- 
opment projects. A search For alternative 
loses, possibly in Guam or the Marianas, 
would not hurt the U.S. bargaining position. 
Nor would it hurt to learn what the Filipino 
opposition thinks of Washington’s proposed 
arrangements with a dynasty whose per- 
manence cannot be decreed, even by Marcos.

P ARIS — There is a curious as- 
sumption, made again and 
again in Washington when affairs 
such as El Salvador come urn, that 
foreigners are the people who can 
make the derisive difference in a rival 

onelmnd, that even if a government 
demonstrates grave difficulties con- 
trolling its own territory and people, 
this may be the mere result of outsid- 
ers' inspiring or aimin g an insurrec- 
tion. It assumes equally that its own 
aid and inspiration is capable of 
keeping a jeopardized government in 
power. What, then, do the Salva- 
dorans themselves (to stay with the 
obvious example) have to do with 
what is happening to them? 

Washington’s view of what makes 
or breaks the political and military 
authority of a government seems an 
extraordinarily oversimplified one. It 
seems also an extraordinarily fright- 
ened view, as if Russians or Cubans 
possessed, and could lend out to their 
clients, a degree of political-military 
potency no one else commands. 

Surely a serious government 
should be capable of looking after it- 
self • — certainly when it already en- 
joys plenty of arms and economic aid 
from abroad. And if it is incapable of 
defending itself, and loses control of 
pan of its territory, forfeiting the 


support of a significant part of its 
population, can a foreign govern- 
ment really provide what is required 
to reinspire loyalty and re-establish 
the affected government’s authority?

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There’s Nothing Covert 
About U.S. Operations

Static From Cuba 


Radio Marti is back — the Reagan adminis- 
tration's proposal for a new official station 
broadcasting just to Cuba (the Voice of Amer- 
ica covers Latin America as a whole). At the 
time the proposal was detailed last year, most- 
ly for extraneous considerations, it seemed a 
good way to expand the listening choices of 
Cubans, as long as the broadcasts would serve 
the purposes of information, not destabiliza- 
tion. It suH seems a good idea, but there’s stat- 
ic on the line. 

For about 15 years, Fidel Castro’s prodigal 
domestic and international broadcasts, sent 
out without use of directional antennas, have 
interfered with domestic broadcasts in the 
United States and in the Caribbean and Cen- 
tral America. Notwithstanding widespread 
complaints, Cuba arrogantly announced new 
plans to expand greatly the power — and in- 
terference potential — of its transmitters. 

In the Carter period, efforts were finally 
launched to woik out a solution. But when 
Radio Marti was announced, the Cubans, see- 
ing it as hostile and provocative, rebuffed ne- 
gotiations in the American-favored format. 
They have since ignored decisions of the re- 
gional body that allocates frequencies. 

Fidel Castro is a practicing radio outlaw. 
But in his capacity Co interfere with American 
stations, be wields a weapon for which the 
United States has yet to find a suitable de- 
fense. He threatens now to answer Radio Mar- 


ti with more interference. During congression- 
al hearings on the new radio, he brought his 
intent home to American broadcasters by 
j amming about 20 U.S. commercial 
with the Voice of Cuba. 

U.S. stations, speaking through the Nation- 
al Association of Broadcasters, are aware that 
Cuba is using them in its fight against Radio 
Marti. They squirm in the role. But, notwith- 
standing occasional mutters about “taking 
out” the offending Cuban transmitters, the 
US. government has not done much about in- 
terference. The record makes broadcasters 
. wonder what help they will get if Radio Marti 
comes on the air. 

Actually. UB. officials have sane 
practical steps, agreeing, for instance; to have 
Radio Marti share the AM frequency already 
used for 20 years by the Voice of America. 
The Radio Marti legislation offers limited 
funds to compensate broadcasters for ex- 
penses incurred in mitigating Cuban interfer- 
ence. 

The broadcasters did not create the condi- 
tions that make Cuhan-Americao issues so 
hard to resolve. They are entitled to expect 
their legitimate. comnWrial interests to be re- 
spected. Fortunately, patrons of Radio Marti, 
displeased by the association's effective lobby- ■ 
ing, appear to be trying to meet the broadcast- 
ers halfway.

W ASHINGTON — You can't 
follow the debate over the 
Reagan administration's Central 
American policy, and still less can 
you appreciate its ultimate absurdity, 
without a dictionary. The operative 
word is “covert” Webster’s New 
World Dictionary is downright ada- 
mant about its meaning- “Concealed, 
hidden, disguised, or surreptitious.” 

That's the point of “covert opera- 
tions”: The U.S. hand is supposed to 
be hidden from the American public 
and other interested parties; U.S. in- 
volvement is supposed to be convinc- 
ingly deniable in case somebody 
takes offense; (hat way, you avoid 
the awkwardness of being seen vio- 
lating treaties or breaking domestic 
and/or international law — and the 
embarrassment if the operation fails. 

I go through this slowly because it 
all sounds so plausible (“Congress 
Debates Secret War in Nicaragua”) 
that it takes time for tbe inanity of it 
to sink in. Once it does, the futility of 
constructive discussion begins to sink 
in. And that's what’s happening now 
in the argument in Congress over 
Ronald Reagan's plan to ease the 
beat on El Salvador by lending “co- 
vert” support to anti-government 
forces in Nicaragua. 

By reason of its “covert” nature, 
the idea is bong talked to death. Tbe 
process is worth examining, step by 
inexorable step. ...... 


Leave aside whether “covert” ac- 
tivity of any kind to destabilise un- 
friendly governments is consistent 
with US. values — or workable. You 
could make some case for the admin- 
istration scheme on its toms a year 
ago; the idea was that support for op- 
position elements in Nicaragua 
would help interdict Nicaraguan sup- 
port for the rebels in B Salvador, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly by making 
the Sandimst government pay a 
price. 

Congressional intelligence over- 
sight committees bad given secret 
concurrence, with the proviso that 
the purpose not be to overthrow the 
government in Managua. But last 
fall, the effort suddenly ceased to be 
“concealed, hidden, disguised.” It 
was all over the press, tmpersuaavely 
denied by the US. government, con- 
firmed by the Nicaraguan opposition 
forces. 

So total was the breakdown of 
secrecy that Congress made the se- 
cret proviso public in tbe form of the 
so-called Boland amendment. And 
now Ronald Reagan himself has giv- 
en away the plot and his real pur- 
pose: 

If Congress wants “to tell us that 
we can give money and do the same 
things we’ve been doing. . . providing 
subsistence and so forth to these peo- 
ple directly and making it overt im- 
plead of coveni that’s aB right with 





me,” he told a small group of report- 
ers in his office. Bat not, he added, if 
the administration “would have to 
enforce restrictions on tbe [Nicaragu- 
an] freedom fighters as to wfaat tac- 
tics they- would use.” In other words, 
no nice distinctions about the opposi- 
tion's purposes between “interdic- 
tion’’ of supply lines to El Salvador 
and overthrowing the Sandinist jun- 
ta. 

Congress isn’t gong to be foolish 
enough to license the administration 
to jump in openly on the side of a 
Nicaraguan insurrection. So the 
question is whether the administra- 
tion can persuade Congress not to 
vote a total ban on continaed “co- 
vert” U.S. activity in Nicaragua. 
That’s where the whole debate goes 
off tbe rails. 

■ An outright ban would have-a pre- 
cedent: the Gaik amendment forbid- 
ding covert U.S- aid r to Angola in 


1975. But complications set in if 
Congress actually votes to reject a 
ban. That becomes a go-ahead, pnb- 
fiefy, to conduct a “covert” opera- 
tion. As one congressional critic puts 
it, “By not saying no, we're saying 
yes.” 

For just tins reason, there is grow- 
ing demand among yoonger mem- 
bos of the House, in particular, to go 
on record to cot off any “covert” in- 
tervention in Nicaragua. The leader- 
ship until recently has tairwi the trad- 
itional line that any such interference 
with the President’s foreign policy 
prerogatives could be aimed into a 
“Who Lost China” camp aign tallong- 
point if El Salvador were lost 

But support for the commander in 
chief is one thing; open approval, 
even indirectly, of “duty tncks” is 
quite a different political issue, post-- 
Vietnam.

president after his address to a joint 
session, was even more eloquent in a 
recent dosed-doar meeting of the 
House Foreign Affaire Committee in 
favor of shutting down “covert” op- 
erations in Nicaragua.

Reminders of Past in Move on Nicaragua Sugar letters 


What should be done about political action 
committees that make “independent expendi- 
tures”? These PACs raise money, entirely le- 
gally, and then spend it on advertisements for 
or sometimes against political candidates. The 
Supreme Court has ruled that the Fust 
Amendment prohibits the U.S. government 
from barring such spending in congressional 
elections, unless (here is contact or collusion 
with the candidate in whose behalf the money 
is spent 

So much is clear. Now comes the question 
of the legality of “independent expenditures” 
in behalf of presidential candidates who ac- 
cept public financing. The Supreme Court 
deadlocked 4 to 4 on the issue last year. Those 
who would make such expenditures illegal ar- 
gue that the law prohibiting any such spending 
over 51,000 is a reasonable way to make the 
public financing system work and to ensure 
equal competition between the parties. 

Taking the opposite view are the National 
Conservative Political Action Committee and 
the Fund for a Conservative Majority. They 
say they plan to spend about $10 motion to re- 
elect President Reagan. Why should govern- 
ment be able to limit their freedom of expres- 
sion, they ask, just because the candidate, 
whose cause they want to advance, has accent- 
ed (or may accept) some federal money? 

These two groups are hopping mad because 


the Federal Election Commission has an- 
nounced that it wiB enforce tbe law against 
such expenditures. They argue that, unless 
they get a speedy decision in court, they may 
be barred from making what may turn out to 
be entirely legal campaign expenditures. But 
the FEC has a good argument too: It is proba- 
bly obliged to enforce a law that has not been 
definitively declared unconstitutional. . 

As a practical matter, about $13 mfllkm was 
spent independently in the 1980 presidential 
campaign, mostly for Mr. Reagan, and similar 
sums will likely be spent in 1984 if the courts 
allow tbe practice — unless the FEC cracks 
down and requires independent expenditures 
to be really independent There’s the nut of it 
It’s not easy, in the world of political consult- 
ants and operatives, to spend such large sums 
without some contact or conosion. Supposedly 
independent spenders and the leaders and 
staffers of the campaigns they aid have webs 
of business relationships, political alHwncBs 
and personal friendships that go back for 
years. 

The FEC could considerably reduce such 
spending, tn presidential and congressional 
races, by announcing an aggressive enforce- 
ment program — monitoring campaigns and 
PACs closely to detect any contact or collu- 
sion and seeking stiff penalties For violations.

By abolish- 
ing it, the Eisenhower administration 
expected the hall in dollar purchases 
of sugar to force wage cuts among 
Cuba's 500,000 sugar workers, and to 
dry up much of the foreign exchange 
that was needed to bn] 
food and other goods. US. 
hoped that these wage cuts and short- 
ages would then provoke popular 
discontent with Castro. 

The policy had its critics. Ambas- 
sador Philip Bonsai in Havana, for 
example; evidently persuaded that 
understanding would have more in- 
fluence an CSsiro than hostility, re- 
portedly regarded the policy as un- 
wise, but his advice was not heeded.

new missiles raised tbe risk of anoth- 
er and wider Mideast war, but (be 
Russians have bees insisting that 
their aid to Syria is intended to pre- 
vent air attacks by IsraeL 

According to this view, (be Soviet 
Union is confident that Israel would 
not chance pre-emptive strikes that 
would undoubtedly take many Soviet 
lives in Syria.

ICE — Of Puccini's mature 
“La Readme" is the 
most misunderstood and the least 
performed. Even some of the most 
serious Puccini scholars have dis- 
missed it as a failure, a hybrid, a 
poor imitation of Lehar. For- 
tunately. in recent years a pair of 
complete recordings and an in- 
creasing number of productions 
have given opera-lovers a chance to 
reappraise this work and to grasp 
its admittedly elusive, sometimes 
even puzzling charm 


. Originally, Puccini was commis- 
sioned to write an operetta, hut he' 
seems to have abandoned the idea - 
almost immediately. AJEJ that re- 
mained of it was a libretto (which 
he had totally rewritten), a contract 
with a Vienna theater, and a few 
“Viennese’’ touches in the score;

Shopping*. Good Prices on Rare Items; 
Buyer Should Be Inquisitive, Cautious 

MANILA — Shopping in the Philippines offers sheets and mosquito nets. There is also furniture 
good prices on items that in many cases cannot be with bone or mother-of-peari inlay.

Foremost is the Filipino craft tradition in wood 
carving, pottery, weaving and basket-making. 
These items are produced by tribal ethnic groups 
or by small cottage industries in the provinces. 
Hand-woven fiocanos doth items can be sold for 
$15 apiece in Manila because fiocanos women do 
the work for 36 cents each. This is also why it is 
much cheaper to buy the cloth in Ilocos or to buy 
any craft in the province where it is made. The 
Y aka ns of Mindanao weave intricately -designed 
doth. Embroidered doth napkins and tablecloths 
to shirts blouses and traditional barongs of woven 
pineapple fiber or banana fiber are sold inexpen- 
sively everywhere. 

Pottery is made by artisans and in ana fl “facto- 
ry” workshops, either in traditional designs or as 
creative art objects. Baskets are woven by most of 
the ethnic groups in a wide variety of often very 
findy crafted pieces with elaborate woven designs. 
Many excellent pieces are sold for from $1 to S3. 

Woven mats to be used as rags or wall hanging* 
are another traditional craft The abica mats of 
Mindanao with woven and tie-dyed patterns are 
particularly beautifnL 

Everything from windows to wind chimes. 
plates to jewelry, are made from shells. The PhiHp- 
pines is also the paradise for shell collectors, and 
stores sell everything from a 40-cent paper nantilns 
to rare specimens costing as modi as $1,000. There 
are good shell shops in Cebu and Zamboanga and 
some in Manila. 

The shops in Manila's C hi na town specialize in 
gold jewelry starting with fine chain bracelets for 
about SIS. Bargains are available in unset gems in 
the Moslem quarter but it would pay to know your 
gems first. 

There are a wide variety of musical instruments 
for sale, including guitars of mediocre quality for 
less than $50, ukuleles, harps and a type of local 
ukulele made from coconut shells. There are also 
many interestingly decorated ethnic instruments, 
such as a flute played through the nose by the 
tribes of northern Luzon. The kubntang is a type 
of xylophone from Mindanao. In the visayas, a 
clarinet-type instrument called a lantoy is played. 
Moslems play a Ante with a bamboo leaf befl at 
one end called a sakunay. The bontocs play a bam- 
boo violin. 

Vigan is a good place to look for antique furni- 
ture from the colonial period, such as delicately 
carved canape beds. CaBinems are benches with 
wooden cages underneath, which were either used 
for keeping fighting cocks or for temporarily 
disposing of poultry brought by peasants as pay- 
ment to landlords. Armarias are low cupboards 
with a Chinese-influenced design used for storing 


Santos have become one of the most popular 
collector’s hems. The forerunner of these were an- 
imitt figurines called antios. But when the Spanish 
Mme they converted this folk art into the carving 
of wooden or ivory figurines of saints. At the same 
tune they destroyed every anito they could find. 
There are two ^neral classes of santos, formal, 
in tended for churches, and informal, for home de- 
cor. Many of the santos were made of malrne, a 
weather-resistant hardwood 
Today, small santos sell for between $30 and 
$150, largely dgpenrfmg on their condition. There 
are also many reproductions, some of -which are 
presented as originals. But the antique dealers in 
the Makati section of Manila are fairly reputable. 
Manila also hosts two large antique shows, in Feb- 
ruary and in October. 

There is a great deal of nudity antique Chinese 
porcelain available in the Philippines. Same of the 
intact jars that have been found are rare because 
only shards or re paire d pieces of the kind remain 
in fTiina. fr many cases they are work that was 
made ndnsively for the Philippines trade. Trade 
porcelain is generally considered of lesser work- 
manship bat rare jars in perfect condition are al- 
ways of value to collectors- These jars were highly 
prized in the last 900 years in the Philippines as 
funeral jars, and archeologists continue to find 
caches of them spanning forir periods in anaent 
burial sites.

By Western standards Filipino galleries sell con- 
trznporary art at affordable prices. Simple touristic 
paintings are also sold inexpensively on A. Mabini 
Street in Manila. Bat there are numerous Manila . 
galleries that feature serious cantanporary draw- 
ing, painting, sculpture and cera mi cs from five to 
several hundred daDazs. Filipino artists are repre- 
sented in mo6t contemporary styles indndmg ab- 
stract, figurative, neo-impressionist and reahsL 
Two of the leading galleries are Sirring Kamalig, 
2160 Taft Avenue, Pasay (Manila) and Luz gal- 
lery, 448 Epifanio de los Santos Avenue, Makati 
(Manila). Sining Kamalig has a wide range of . 
mostly younger artists. The artists shown at Luz 
are more established and always abstract.

r i 'HE trouble with novels of ideas is that tbe ideas 
JL arc Hkdy to overwhelm the characters, who 
then become mere mouthpieces or mamkuis for the 
author's preoccupations. The book turns into a con- 
test between the reality of people and the glamor of 
philosophy or politics. , Something Eke this hap- 
pened even in Albert Camus’s The Stranger.” 

Alberto Moravia’s “1934,” however, does not suf- 
fer from this kind of competition, for neither the 
ideas nor the characters are interesting enough to 
threaten one another. EEs protagonist Lodo is an 
almost incredibly humorless “writer” who believes 
that suicide is the only logical answer to Ins despair. 

He proposes to write a novd in winch die prota- 
gonist ^aus himself because of a despair caused by 

a specific political motive in order to aBow me to go 
on living m a despair without any motive.” Ifs a 
curious notion of literary catharsis. Lock) cantina-

Although a rich literature on suicide has grown 
if) in the last decade, Moravia hardly discusses Lu- 
ao’s project as a symbolic or psychological gesture. 
His mioHd tfinupi^ Bfee hix mn piii r, are uncriti- 
cally accepted as philosophical givens. Yet it seems 
to deprive a despairing man of his 
.bit of death-bed rhetoric. 

The novelist Daniel Stem, for example, wrote 
that “smetdes were God’s graduate students. Thar 
act was, at its best, superb titenuy criticism.” At its 
worst, according to Joyce Carol Oates, suicide aris- 
es out of an infatuation with false metaphors, or a 
kind of poetry. 

. One would he grateful for any kind of poetry, 
good or bad, in “1934.” To begin with, Lucio has 
neither passion nor intellectual dimensi on. Neither 
Dostoyevsky’s Kirilov nor his Raskolnikov would 
deign to speak to him. Even Andr£ Malraux’s philo- 
sophical heroes are livelier. Lucio is essentially a 
qmbbler. He’s always inserting “in fart." or 
“precisely” to give his sentences an air of spurious 
authority. Ifs as if he were a dak in the court of 
ideas.

In Anacapri. where he is on holiday, Lucio falls 
in love at first sight with Trade, a young German 
woman who, he imagines, suffers from a despair 
much like his own.

Moravia 
describes this h'teimy ffirtatioo in one of his typical 
sentences: "What, in fart, was this pleasure that 
wanted eternity if not the pleasure of kmng with- 
out, in doing so, shedding that despair which is, 
precisely, the realization of the endless void that is 

eternity?” 

The French do this sort of thing better. As some- 
one remarked, they have a talent far profound 
banalities. Moravia, though, can't seem to rise to 
lyrical obfuscation; be merely fusses with the me- 
chanics. 

Moravia has never had what might be called c 
style, but now be seems to have developed what 
could be described as an aggressive absence of style. 
A sentence like “He resumed eating with intent, 
choleric voracity” suggests no langnagc at all, nei- 
ther the original Italian nor die translator's English 
version. Here’s another gam: “I saw the two of us, 
Trade and me, as the first couple capable of living 
without the crutch of false hopes, in the cold, dear 
tight of a complete and definitive despair.*' 

As if this were hot already sufficiently muddled, 
Moravia makes a half-hearted attempt to introduce 
fascism, a portentous theme, into “1934.” Bat, like 
suicide, it is never actually examined. When Lado 
says, absolutely without irony, that Hitler “was not 
& concise speaker,” this is about as searching a com- 
ment as we geL 

At the end of “1934," Lodo reflects that his pro- 
jected suicide part with Trade is “ati bad litera- 
ture.” Far from bong deterred by this insight, he 
goes oa to say that “predsefy becaase it is bad liter- 
ature, I, as the very bad man of letters that I am, 
cannot draw back. "'Nor, apparently, can Moravia.

L OS ANGELES — Funny 
bow the old guy in the golf 
hat looks just like Bob Hope. 

He has the same ski nose, sof- 
tened a bit from when he made 
those “Road” pictures. He has 
the same, studied, pansy walk, the 
one known from stagey TV speci- 
als. He has the stories and quickie 
comebacks, like the ones “Our 
Boys" wanted to bear in Europe 
and Korea and Vietnam. 

It is indeed Hope, stretched out 
on a lawn chair in back of his 
rambling home in the Toluca 
Lake section of Los Angeles — 
Hope, so much in private like the 
public m^iiinn that one ex- 
perts Jerry Colonna or Phyllis 
DQler, Bing Crosby or Dorothy 
Lamn ar Miss World or some 
random president to be at his 
side, laughing as be cracks jokes. 

Hope looks mighty frisky for 
turning 80 May 29 — “I think 
they lied. There's a mistake in the 
numbers." A television special is 
set for Monday, a three-hour 
event in Washington with oodles 
of celebrities — “I'm just going to 
sit in the box with the president 
and Nancy." 

Hope could be tbe one person 
seen in person by more people 
than anybody in the history of 
the earth. He entertained U.S. 
troops in three wars — "It's tbe 
most emotional part of my whole 
life. It was sensationaL Tbe grati- 
fication.” He has spent 60 years 
in show business. And, for charity 
benefits, he is for hire — at a stiff 
price, although his w31 insist 
that there are times when be en- 
dorses the check back to the insti- 
tution and that an outlay of 
S35.000 to $50,000 for an evening 
of Hope wiD return ax or seven 
times that much to the charity. 

Doesn’t all America know him 
and yet isn’t there some secret 
Bob Hope out there waiting to be 

discovered? 

“I used to thmlc there were 
three Bob Hopes," said one long- 
tune associate. “There was the 1 9- 
y ear-old Palm Springs playboy. 
There was the TV and movie star. 
And then there was the private 
Bob Hope. Now I think it's aM the 
same.” 

So Americans know his fond- 
ness for some things: politicians 
and pretty girls — and prosperity.

He ruffles through the pho- 
tographs with tbe real pleasure of 
a kid from Cleveland (where the 
family came from England, when 
Hope was 4). “Look at ’em," he 
says, holding out a large formal 
photograph of the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor. “How’s that 
for a cast?" be asks, showing a 
collector’s item photo, of himself, 
Dean Martin, Frank Sinatra and 


the just-announced candidate for 
governor, Ronald R e a g an. 

Hope lives much lie a politi- 
cian, one on a constant campaign 
trail, with everyone and every- 
thing around him detailed to get- 
ting him tirrtprj — day after day 
after day. He nms cm “Broadway 
time,” getting up late and having 
bis stowed fnrit and Kava in his 
electric bed, nmfctng phone calls, 
delaying getting dressed until 
lunchtime, playing his fast nine 
holes of golf after lunch, taping 
his m nflnjogug or a commensal in 
the late afternoon or evening. 

And the day always has two 
goals: work and golf. That is aO. 
Isn’t there anything else he would 
tike to do? “Not really.” 

And why do those commer- 
cials, especially if you’re a nation- 
al institution? “In my particular 
position, it’s a very lucrative tiring 
to do. I can use that money.” 

No joke, “Now you look at me 
with that £280 milli on lode in her 
eye," he langhs, referring to the 
estimate of his wealth placed by 
Forbes ma g^rine, which last year 
named him one of the United 
States’s . wealthiest citizens, a 
statement he disputes.
